WASHINGTON UP-Sens. Russell 
(D-Ga) and Young (R-ND) 
said 
today that if Russia moves to low­ 
er the Iron Curtain, as proposed

Eisenhower, 
the 
United States should consider ship­ 
ping the Soviets needed food. 
Eisenhower called at the Ge- 
neva conference yesterday for a 
lowering of the East-West bar­ 
riers against exchange of infor­ 
mation, travel and trade. His 
proposal was endorsed by Brit­ 
ish Prime Minister Eden but 
there was no immediate official 
^ Russian reply. 
Russell, who heads the Senate 
Armed Services Committee, said 
he would continue to oppose ship­ 
ment of strategic materials to Rus­ 
sia, but added: 
“We could send them cotton 
goods, for instance, and butter and 
other food products. It has always 
been my belief that trade will do 
a great deal toward promoting in­ 
ternational good will.” 
Young said that “if the Russian 
attitude continues as it is and 
there is a change for the better in 
international relations, there is no 
reason in the world why we should 
not exchange nonstrategic materi­ 
als with them.”

Sizzling Debate In Offing 
On Size Of Foreign Aid Bill 
WASHINGTON (An — A sizzling 
Senate-House conference on for­ 
eign aid was in 
prospect today 
after the Senate restored practical­ 
ly a I the House cuts in President 
Eisenhower’s bill. 
The Senate stayed in session 
more than 12 hours to pass the 
$3,205,841,750 
measure- 
yester­ 
day, giving the President one of 
his important victories of th e 
1955 session. The final passage 
vote was 62-22. 
The senators voted to restore 
$567,100,000 of the slashes made by 
the House in the bill, granting Ei­ 
senhower all but $60,800,000 of the 
suns he requested for U. S. friends 
throughout the wofld. 
Defeated in the long debate were 
six separate attempts to m a k e 
sharp cuts in the bill. All these 
votes cut across party lines but, 
reversing the traditional p a r t y 
beans than Democrats backed the 
President on the key tests. 
* * * 
THE CONFERENCE on the bill 
probably will be held next week. 
Sen. Hayden (D-Ariz), floor man­ 
ager for the bill in his branch, said 
“ we’re going to stand pat on ex­ 
actly what the Senate voted.” 
Foreign aid money bills always 
come at the end of congressional 
sessions. The usual practice has 
been to split the difference be­ 
tween amounts voted by the two 
branches. 
But no such simple solution is 
expected this year. House mem­ 
bers who are handling the bill on 
that side have been blazing mad 
about what they consider a dou­ 
ble-cross by administration foreign 
aid officials. 
These members charge that 
the officials broke an agreement 
by rushing to obligate m a n y 
hundred millions of uncommit­ 
ted aid funds on the last day of 
the 1955 fiscal year, June 30.

DAYTON l/ft—The mother of a 
19-year-old youth killed by a po­ 
liceman last night said the officer 
“ was within his rights.” 
Mrs. Vera Connors, 37, mother 
of Arthur Dawson Roberts Jr., 19, 
witnessed the shooting of her son 
by Patrolman C. B. Killean after 
she had called police with the mes­ 
sage “he’s going to kill us.” 
She referred to herself and the 
boy’s stepfather, Ronald Connors, 
42, at whose home the tragedy oc­ 
curred.

Big Four Reach 
Full Agreement 


Chiefs Of State To Meet Tonight 
To Wind Up Geneva Conference 


Unrated at $70,000. 


GENEVA W — The Big Four 
leaders have agreed on all points 
before them and will wind up their 
meeting tonight. 
This was announced this eve­ 
ning, on behalf of all four summit 
leaders by James C. Hagerty, a 
member of the U. S. delegation. 
The announcement came after a 
day of efforts to break a stubborn 
deadlock so the conference could 
wind up on schedule. 
The four leaders came out of 
their afternoon session at 5 p. rn. 
Hagerty, who is President Eisen­ 
hower’s press secretary, announc­ 
ed the agreement and said the 
leaders would meet at 6:30 p. rn. 
to close the six-day conference 
formally. 
There was no immediate word 
as to the nature of their agree­ 
ments. 
The heads of the four govern­ 
ments met for almost two hours 
after President Eisenhower and 
Soviet Defense Minister Georgi 
Zhukov had had a private talk, 
possibly on the President’s pro­ 
posal for an exchange of mili­ 
tary blueprints between the Unit­ 
ed States and Russia. 
The conference itself was trying 
to iron out differences over ar­ 
rangements for future talks on key 
problems. The deadlock marred 
the final hours of the talks and left 
uncertain both the outcome and 
the closing time. 
The leaders went back into ses­ 
sion in the hope of concluding the 
conference before nightfall. 
Soviet 
Premier Bulganin 
and 
British Prime Minister Eden had a 
long talk last night, seeking a so­ 
lution to the dispute over whether 
German reunification or a Euro­ 
pean security system would be the 
primary goal of the foreign minis­ 
ters’ conference proposed for this 
fall.

. THE RUSSIAN and Western for­ 
eign ministers worked late last 
night but were unable to settle the

Although there was no official 
word that Eisenhower and Zhukov 
discussed the President’s military 
proposal, observers noted that this 
subject fell within the jurisdiction 
of the Soviet defense minister and 
that it was he who requested the 
meeting.

Cordell Hull 
Dies Af Age 83 


He Served As Secretary 
Of State 11 Vi Years 


WASHINGTON (JV-Cordell Hull, I 
former Secretary of State whom 
many hailed as “the father of the j 
United Nations,” died today. He 
was 83 last Oct. 2. 
Death came at 8 a. rn. EST at 
the U.S. Naval Hospital in near­ 
by Bethesda, Md., where tti?, e l­ 
derly statesman had been taken 
last March 26 after suffering a 
stroke in his hotel apartment. 
He had another stroke yesterday. 
Until his stroke in March, and 
aside from periods of critical ill­ 
ness in recenf years, Hull h a d 
steadily maintained an interest in 
national affairs. 
As the original sponsor of the 
reciprocal trade program, going 
hack to his days in the Senate, 
Hull had been especially interest­ 
ed in U. S. trade policy and had 
closely followed the ups and downs 
in Congress of pending legislation 
to carry on the trade program. 
Hull, as Secretary of State in 
three administrations of the late 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
held the post longer than any oth­ 
er man in the nation’s history— 
from March, 1933 to November, 
1944.

ILLNESS FORCED his retire­ 
ment in the grim days of World 
War II, which he had labored to 
t avert, then labored to use as 
a 
springboard for establishing an en­ 
during world peace. 
He was awarded the Nobel peace 
prize in 1945 in tribute to his ef­ 
forts to develop a world wide, ef­ 
fective plan to banish war from 
the earth. These efforts led to crea­ 
tion of the United Nations. 
Born in a log cabin in Tennes­ 
see, Hull’s whole adult life w a s 
I spent in public service. He was in 


i Congress for 24 years (22 in t h e 
! House and two in the Senate) be- 
i fore he became Secretary of State. 
Prior to his election to Congress 
he was a state legislator and later 
a judge in Tennessee. 
As a member of Congress, Hull 
specialized in tariff and economic 
matters—an interest reflected in 
his efforts as secretary of state to 
promote world trade.

Legislature's Boner 
Allows Both Salary, 
Fees For 3 M onths 


COLUMBUS, Ohio Uh—Ohio jus­ 
tices of the peace go off the much- 
berated 
fee 
system 
next 
New 
Year's 
Day, 
but

legislative 
blooper may have set them up 
for a king-size final fling. 
The 
blooper: 
The 
Legislature 
passed a law putting tile justices 
on straight salary effective Sept. 
30, but let the fee system continue 
three months beyond that date. 
It could mean that for the last 
90 days of this year, hundreds of 
JP’s will get both their new sala­ 
ries while receiving their old fees. 
The mixup apparently was the 
result of a hasty last-minute leg­ 
islative compromise on the final 
day of the working session when 
the JP bill went through its fifth 
round 
of amendments. 
In 
their 
hurry, legislators apparently simp­ 
ly forgot about the effective dates. 
The final amendment on the bill 
was a 
retreat from the House- 
approved version of the Senate bill. 
The House version provided for 
appointment of all JP ’s until the 
Senate pointed out the Constitu­ 
tion provides all judges must be j 
elected. The House backed up in a 
hurry. 
Justices of the peace have been 
under fire for many years, par- i 
Ocularly 
by 
outraged 
motorists. 
But it was the fee system from 
which the JP ’s got their compen­ 
sation which created the possibili­ 
ty of abuse.

their constables have been accused 
of running “speed traps” to milk 
fees, fines and court costs from 
unwary motorists. 
The new law provides that after 
Jan. I, the justices must turn over 
all fees and costs to their county 
treasury. The only exception is the 
fee a JP collects for performing 
a marriage ceremony. 
The salary the squire collects 
beginning Sept. 30 will be fixed 
by the county commission on jus­ 
tice courts established by the new 
law’. There will be such a com­ 
mission in every county. It will be 
made up of the presiding judge of 
the Common Pleas Court, the pro­ 
bate judge and the president of 
the board of county commission­ 
er!.

tablishing

court districts in its county. The 
districts will include all territory | 
not under any

jurisdiction. Each district must in­ 
clude one or more w hole town­ 
ships. 
The law permits the commission 
to consolidate or change districts 
and determine the number of jus­ 
tices each district shall have. This 
number, also, may be changed at 
any time—up or down—except the 
law provides no justice “ may be 
deprived of his commission until 
expiration of the term to which he 
was elected.” 
In the event of a vacancy in a 
justice court for any reason, the 
law adds, it is to be filled by ap­ 
pointment by the commission.

IJS HOW TO BUILD AN ARMY! 


Americans on the march—the world's model army. 


Old German army—goosestepping to Hitler'

WASHINGTON—The architects of the new mudel German army 
have been here to get ideas about how the United States Army 
operates. 
This seems natural to younger men at the Pentagon In view of 
Uncle Sam's pre-eminent world position militarily, but oldsters and 
particularly tile retired military around tile nation’s capital are pinch­ 
ing themselves to see if they are dreaming. 
Germany coming to 
America to learn how to build a military machine! 
After all, it was only IO years ago that the Wehrmacht collapsed 
around Adolf Hitler. Scarcely more than three decades ago Gen. John 
J. Pershuig had to put up a big fight to field his American regiments 
in em army ot their own on the western front in World War I, and 
veterans of the Meuse-Argonne, who astonished tile world by throwing 
oack seasoned German troops, still are in the prime of hie. 
There has been no more dramatic evidence than the arrival of the 
German military leaders of now 
fast the rabies have been turned 
in the modern. world, unlesr per­ 
haps 
it 
was 
the 
delegation 
of 
American college leaders, led by 
President Herman B. Wells of In­ 
diana 
university, 
which 
went 
abroad a few years ago to help 
set the one' vaunted German uni­ 
versities bach on their feet. 
Only a generation ago, it was 
regarded 
as 
indispensable 
for 
many an American scholar who 
was ambitious for honors on cam­ 
puses here to have degrees from 
Heidelburg, Bonn and the other 
great German educational centers.

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HOISTING THE LIMIT 
CAMPAIGN spending limits are general­ 
ly regarded as meaningless in view of the 
realities. Senator Hennings of Missouri 
proposes a major revision of federal laws 
regulating expenditures. 
His proposal would double permissable 
spending by Senate candidates, setting a 
ceiling of IO cents a vote and a maximum 
of $50,000, compared to the present $25,000. 
House candidates would be allowed the 
same IO cents a vote, with maximum of 
$12,500, compared to $5,000 at present. 
Presidential candidates could spend a 
maxim um of $12 million, divided between 
the two major parties, under a formula of 
a vote. The presidential ceiling is now $3 
million. News dispatches do not reveal how 
much independent or third party candidat­ 
es would be permitted to spend. 
Individuals'could contribute up to $10,000 
for all committees and candidates. The in­ 
dividual limit now is $5,000. I is contended 
the higher limits would result in curtail­ 
ment of the present practice of creating 
more campaign committees to get around 
the law. 
Of course, campaign costs have skyrock­ 
eted under the cheaper dollar and pres­ 
ent spending limits are no longer realistic. 
But whether regulation of expenditures by 
federal law is the answer to the problem 
is the basis of widespread opposition to 
Senator Hennings’ bill. Opponents contend 
under the proposed law federal controls 
would be pushed into election law areas 
reserved to the states. 


ALL ABOUT DAVY 
IT WOULD hardly be termed an act gf 
kindness to disillusion the millions of Am­ 
erican youngsters who are getting bound­ 
less fun out of emulating the character of 
Davy Crockett, King of the Wild Frontier, 
but according 
to 
recorded 
history 
he 
lacked many of the charactistics of the 
traditional hero usually worshipped by 
boys. 
The son of Irish emigrants, he was born 
In Greene County, Tenn., in 1786 
and 
lived through those stirring days following 
the birth of the American republic. In his 
Vouth he earned quite a reputation as a 
trapper and hunter. It is possible he did 
kill a bear at an early age, but hardly at 
three, as the song recounts. 
His political experiences, which sent him 
to Congress on two different occasions, 
were not important, and he created the 
impression that he was a somewhat quaint 
character. His military service was com­ 
mendable, and his death as a defender of 
the Alamo brought his life to a fitting 
close. 
The power of publicity and promotion 
was never better demonstrated than in the 
contemporary Davy Crockett craze. The 
Davy Crockett enterprises have become 
big business, and the boy without a syn­ 
thetic coonskin cap is regarded as out of 
date. And Davy Crockett did give his life 
for his country. That’s the most any citizen 
can do. 


HARNESS FOR THE SUN 
AN EXPERT on solar energy says that 
If he haft been asked in 1938 which would 
come first—atomic or solar energy—he 
would have answered flatly, ‘solar ener­ 
g y ” 
Though under the pressure of wartime 
development the atom beat the sun’s ray 
to the punch as an immediate factor in 
m an’s affairs, solar energy is still highly 
regarded as an energy source. Houses have 
been built that are heated entirely with sun­ 
light. Solar heaters for cooking are said to 
be around the corner. 
At the Universtiy of Wisconsin which is 
conducting a large-scale solar energy re­ 
search program, scientists speak also in 
terms of solar power plants and the use of 
the sun’s energy for the distillation of sea 
water for drinking and irrigation. 
Little chance is seen in the near future 
of solar energy competing with coal, pet­ 
roleum and electricity in industrialized na­ 
tions. However, great store is placed in the 
possibility of its replacing or supplement­ 
ing animal power and human labor in un­ 
der-developed regions. 
Successful harnessing of the sun could 
well rank, after nuclear fashion, as the 
second great scientific achievement of the 
2 0 th century. 


George E. Sokolsky’s 
These Days 


One would have thought that the United 
States, Great Britain 
and 
France 
had 
had ample time to work out a united front 
at Geneva. Surely, if these countries were 
to accomplish anything against the Soviet 
Universal State, they needed to show that 
their thought on international problems is 
both coherent and cohesive. In fact, that 
is what they went to Geneva to prove to 
the Russians. 
So Sir Anthony Eden had a plan of his 
own and M. Faure had a plan of his own 
and President Eisenhower made a Seven 
Point Speech which is somewhat different 
from the ideas of Eden and Faure. That is 
what happened on the first day <5f the Con­ 
ference and the chorus goes up, ‘Ain’t 
peace wonderful!” 
A year ago, ‘‘The Economist,” which is 
one of the most serious publications in En­ 
gland, published this paragraph anent the 
conference which was then taking place in 
Geneva: 
‘‘For the moment the most important 
thing is that British policy should be ready, 
in case of failure, to keep the initiative and 
the lead it has taken. . .” 
That is exactly what M. Faure tried to 
do. He tried to seize the initiative, but his 
difficulty is that he heads a country that 
possesses neither the military power nor 
oconomic position to support the initiative 
in international leadership. All that France 
can do is create a bad situation and then 
ask the United States to support it. This 
has been the most that France has done in 
many generations. 
It was unfortunate that President Eisen­ 
hower coud not have delivered a speech 
on behalf of the three nations, so that the 
Russians would know that they faced a 
united West. Of course, they, the Russians, 
know that there is no unity in the West; 
that free societies cannot be unified with­ 
out losing their freedom. In fact, differenc­ 
es of opinion, freely expressed, are 
es­ 
sential to the character of Western civili­ 
zation. It is the essential contrast between 
freedom and autocracy. 
As the Geneva Conference had to be, 
from its very nature, preliminary, it mat­ 
ters little what speeches the men at the 
Summit made, except that they set the 
tone. The actual negotiations will be done 
by experts, not by politicians who have to 
keep one eye on the ballot box at all tim­ 
es. M. Faure must watch his position in 
a country of such instability that no govern­ 
ment long survives its decision. 
While Sir Athony Eden has a longer ten- 
sure before him and a working majority 
in the House of Commons, he nevertheless 
has so long suffered from being what ap­ 
peared to be the permanent second man to 
Winston Churchill that it is only to be ex­ 
pected that he will want to attitudinize 
somewhat. President Eisenhower has an 
election coming up in 1956. 
The experts will treat the problems more 
objectively, if given half a chance by the 
politicians. They will come up with pro­ 
posals that are practical. If only the Unit­ 
ed States, which must assume the greatest 
responsibility for the future, could negoti-1 
ate with Soviet Russia directly, the likeli­ 
hood would be a workable agreement for 
a period sufficiently long—say five or IO 
years—to give both countries a breathing 
spell to find solutions for detailed pro­ 
blems. 
Professor Hans J. Morgenthau, in his 
book, ‘‘Politics Among Nations,” makes 
this point: 
“The most formidable difficulty facing 
a scientific inquiry into the nature and 
ways of international politics is the ambi- 
quity of the material with which the obser­ 
ver has to deal. The events which he must 
try to understand are, on the one hand, 
unique occurrences. They happened in this ! 
way only once and never before or since. ( 
On the other hand, they are similar, for 
they are manifestations of social forc­ 
es. Social forces are the product of human I 
nature in action. Therefore, under similar 1 
conditions, they will manifest themselves 
in a similar manner. But where is the 
line to be drawn between the similar and 
the unique?” 
The expert knows this to be true. He 
also knows that every transaction is a bar­ 
gain-counter operation, more like selling 
antiques at a fair than selling one-priced, 
standard brand articles in a department 
store. A deal can-almost always be made 
if both sides know why they want to make 
the deal. The United States may find some 
allies too heavy to carry along.

Don't Take Chances 
With Appendicitis!

YOUR life may depend upon 
what y<*i do In the early stages of 
an attack of appendicitis. 
If operated upon early, It’* a 
simple procedure to remove your 
appendix. But lf you walt and the 
appendix ruptures, Its another 
matter. 
Recognize Symptoms 
It’s Important that you recog­ 
nize the symptoms of appendici­ 
tis so you will know what to do 
and what not to do. 
The appendix is a small tube­ 
like structure about three to five 
inches long attached to the be­ 
ginning of the large intestine. As 
far as we know, the appendix is 
useless. When the opening Into 
the appendix becomes blocked by 
foreign matter from the intestine 
it becomes inflamed. 
Severe Pain 
With Inflammation you will 
notice a pain in the middle of 
your abdomen. It soon localizes In 
the right lower part of the abdo­ 
men. The pain then usually be­ 
comes dull, severe and continuous 
and is made worse by coughing 
and sneezing. 
This is commonly accompanied 
by nausea and loss of appetite. 
You’ll probably have a mild fever 
varying from 99 to 102 degrees. 
And the muscles over your abdo­ 
men will be rigid and tense. The 
number of white cells In the blood 
often Is increased up to 20,000. 
Blood Colin! 
Unfortunately, your tempera­ 
ture and white blood count might 
remain normal with appendicitis. 
Then, too, the appendix is not 
always located in its normal po­ 
sition. And Inflammation of the 
stomach or bowel might produce 
symptoms that are similar to 
appendicitis. 


The best advice I can give you, 
if you develop these symptoms, is 
“Don’t take any chances.” 
Summon Doctor 
Summon your doctor right 
away. Don’t wait more than a 
couple of hours at the longest 
after the symptoms begin. Lie 
quietly until the doctor arrives. 
Don’t rub or massage the abdo­ 
men. 
Only if the pain is unbearable 
should you apply an ice bag or 
hot water bag to the site. This I* 
dangerous because it m ight 
deaden the pain, leading you to 
think the attack has subsided. 
Don’t take anything by mouth 
—no food, no water, no medicine. 
Above all, don’t take a laxative or 
cathartic of any kind. Don’t take 
an enema, either. Entrance of 
food, water or medicine Into the 
digestive tract causes contrac­ 
tions and the pressure may burst 
the appendix. This may be fol­ 
lowed by peritonitis and death. 
Even if your trouble is only an 
Inflamed digestive tract, food, 
water or medicine would aggra­ 
vate the inflammation. 
QUESTION AND ANS WEB 
C. B.: I am exhausted most of 
the time and have pains on my 
right shoulder and middle of my 
chest. Could this be due to liver 
trouble? 
Answer: While it is possible 
that the symptoms you describe 
might be due to liver disease, it 
would appear more likely that 
they come from some other type 
of disorder, such as some form of 
rheumatic disease. 
It is advisable that you have a 
careful study made by your phy­ 
sician to determine the cause and 
then he will prescribe proper 
treatment.

Tapioca Pudding With Fresh Raspberries 
1 egg w-hite 
3 tablespoons quick-cooking tapioca 
2 tablespoons sugar 
1/8 teaspoon salt 
2 or 3 tablespoons sugar 
1 egg yolk 
1/2 teaspoon vanilla 
2 cups milk 
Fresh raspberries 
Beat egg white until foamy throughout; add 2 tablespoons sugar, 
I tablespoon at a time, and continue beating with rotary egg beater 
until mixture will stand in soft peaks. Set aside. 
I 
Mix egg yolk with about I IA cup of the milk in saucepan. Add quick- 
cooking tapioca, salt, 2 or 3 tablespoons sugar, and remaining milk. 
Place over medium heat. Cook until mixture comes to a boil, stirring 
constantly—this takes 5 ta 8 minutes. 
Pour small amount of hot tapioca mixture gradually on beaten 
egg white, blending wrell. Then quickly add the remaining mixture, 
stirring constantly. (The hotter the tapioca and the faster it is 
blended in, the thicker and fluffier the pudding will be.) Add vanilla. 
Cool, stirring once after 15 to 20 minutes. Chili. Makes 4 or 6 serv­ 
ings. To serve, top with fresh raspberries.

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Poor Vision Can Be Contributor To Many Traffic Accidents 


Booklet Points 
Up Situation Of 
Bad Eyesight 


Optometry Group 
Makes 3 Suggestions 
To Improve Vision 


Pickaway 
County 
authorities 
have quietly been considering one 
phase of the rising traffic toll here 
—a phase which has received little 
if any publicity. 
A number of mishaps have 
involved people who either wear 
glasses “or who should be w ear­ 
ing them ” . Authorities say that 
wearing glasses should not dis­ 
bar anyone from driving. How­ 
ever, they point out that some 
people have vision which is so 
poor as to be 
a 
handicap 
in 
driving and contribute to acci­ 
dents. 
A local optometrist has revealed 
the contents of a booklet pub­ 
lished by the American Optometric 
Association which focuses u p o n 
this problem. 
“ When you look at an object— 
a traffic sign, for example — you 
must be able to see it clearly, 
without blur,1’ 
the booklet dis­ 
closes. “The association considers 
20-40 vision a minimum 
require­ 
ment for one to see clearly enough 
to drive safely. 
* 
* 
* 
“THIS MEANS that one can 
only see letters on a test chart at 
20 feet that he should be able to 
see at 40 feet.” 
The booklet points out that un­ 
der perfect road conditions a car 
going 25 miles per hour travels ap­ 
proximately 62Va feet before it 
can be stopped; at 50 miles per 
hour, it takes 250 feet; and at 70, 
the driver finds himself 436 feet 
or more beyond the place where 
he first applied the brakes. 
“Snow 
doubles the stopping 
distance,” 
the 
booklet 
points, 
out, ‘and ice requires up to five 
times the stopping distance nec­ 
essary for dry pavement. When 
the driver is handicapped by 
less than 20-40 vision, these stop­ 
ping distances are greatly in­ 
creased. 
“The average traffic sign with 
five-inch letters can be read at 
approximately 280 feet by the driv­ 
er who has 20-20, or perfect, vi­ 
sion. The driver with 20-40 vision 
must approach to within 113 feet 
of the sign before he can read it. 
The driver with only 20-50 vision 
must approach to 90 feet before he 
can see the sign clearly. 
“A car being driven at 60 by a 
driver with 20-50 vision will be 90 
feet from the average traffic sign 
before he sees it clearly. U n d e r 
the best road conditions, the driv­ 
er will be 227 feet beyond the sign 
before he is able to stop.”

THE BOOKLET points out that 
many accidents happen from lack 
of ability to correctly judge t h e 
distance of approaching cars.
